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Lake County man Found Guilty 

of Murder in 1900 Will 

Step From Jail in Dec.

first of December and wilt Join his

■ George Krueger, the first week of 
next month, wilt step forth from the 
state priBon at Joliet a free man. 

At that time he will be paroled and 
will be allowed to join hia family in 
this county, or to go wherever his fancy 
might dictate. The petition for the 
.parole of the Lake county convict has 
been granted by the state board of con- 
trol and the details ^f the matter are 
now being arranged and by the first of 
next month Kreguer will leave the 
prison, where he has spent eleven years 
for the alleged murderof hia wife,- Mrs. 
Bertha Krueger and his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. VoBS. 

Krueger was sent to Joliet from this 
county in 1900. After one of the liord- 
est trit\l8 in the history of the county, 
then State's Attorney C. T. Heydecker, 
assisted ^by his brother, now master in 
chancery, Edward J. Heydecker, secur- 
ed'a conviction and the conviction cat- 
ried with it a life sentence. About a 
year ago the wires w*»re set working, 
looking toward the freedom of the man 
and it was'several months ago that 
relatives received word that the peti- 
tion might be allowed. 

Lately the "relatives received word 
that shortly after the first of December 
Kreuger would be free. 

Thursday at the village of Long 
Grove Master in Chancery E. J. HeyS 
decker olHcIated at the sale of the 
Krueger farm, under a partition suit, 
and was .obliged to decide one of the 
moat delicate points of the cnae. 

The point was whether Kreuger had 
]{!lled his wife or his mother-in-law 
first. According to the story of the 
case, when it was tried, Krueger killed 
his wife first by shooting her twice with 
a revolver. It appears that at a second 
shot the mother-in-law, entered the 
room and Krueger is alleged to' have, 
turned the revolver on her, shooting 
her twice in the head, the second shot 
lodging in the brain. 

Krueger la then said to have attempt* 
€d to take hia own life. He was ar- 
rested and was tried in this county, and 
irom here sentenced. 

* The point in dispute arose . over the 
matter of dower, which would come to 
George Krueger when he leaves the 
prison. If Krueger killed his mother- 
in-law first, then he would be entitled 
to one-third of his mother-in-law'a 
estate, through dower. The estate 
immediately and automatically pass lo 
his wife and upon her death, one-third 
would go to Krueger through the laws 
governing dower. 

But, if, on the other hand, Krueger 
slew his wife firat,'the estate of the 
mother-in-law upon her deoth would 
pass to the next of kin, which would be 
to two children of George Krueger, 
Morguresha and Edward Krueger- 

Evidence was introduced, and proof 
submitted at the sale which tended to 
prove that the mother-in-law was slain 
first on that fatal day, and hence Geo. 
Krueger, when he sters out of the 
prison next month, will be entitled to 
his dower share in the estate. 

The Krueger farm was sold under the 
partition suit to Henry Krueger, a 
brother of the man now in prison for 
the sum of $14,630. This sale to the 
brother included all of the land with 
exception of a small tract of. woodland. 
' The two children, while by the proofs 
submitted at the sale, will lose a share 
of the estate, are satified and no at- 
tempt was made to keep the dower 
from the convict when ho leaves the 
prison. 



LOCATE STOLEN HORSE 

Two Thieves Make' Clever Getaway and

The horse, harness and buggy, the 
property of Robert StefTen of Racine, 
stolen from a barn, in the rear of 921 
Marquette street early Saturday morn- 
ing were found the next Friday night 
on a farm near Zion City where the 
thieves had dispoaed of the property to 
a farmer who had paid $10 on the pur- 
chase price of $160, which he had 
agreed to give for the property. 

The thieves had driven into the farm 
yard at about 6 o'clock in the evening 
and there offered to sell the property, 
claiming that they had driven from 
northern Wisconsin and were on their 
way to Ohio, but because of the severe 
cold weather had decided to dispose of 
the property and travel on the railroad. 
The farmer decided Xq purchase the 
property when it was ofi:ered to him for 
$160, but as he did not have that amount 
of money on his person, it was agreed 
that $10 should be paid down on the 
sale and the balance to be paid at Wau- 
kegan within twenty-four hours. 

The two men who disposed of the pro- 
perty boarded an interurban car for 
Waukegan promising to meet the 
farmer there. Two hours after the 
farmer had taken possession of the pro- 
perty, he learned that it hod been stolen 
and Saturday Mr. StefTen went to the 
farm and secured hia property.

NEW RULES FOR RECRUITS 

The Practic of Gum Chewing and Qgar- 
elles Smoking Is Placed under Ban 

Five hundred marines at the Great 
Lakes naval training station at North 
Chicago, must atop chewing gum;- The 
edict was the first act of Captain W. F. 
Fullam, the new commandant, when he 
took charge. The order is as follows: 

"Chewing gum shall bo stricken from 
the list in stores where our supplies are 
bought. The habit of chewing gum at 
training stations is objectionable for 
obvious reasons. If men are allowed 
to form the habit on shipboard, the 
navy deliberately invites them to do 
something one minute for which they 
may be punished the next" 

The first blow to the happy marines 
came when the order was issued forbid- 
ding the smoking of cigarettes. The 
use of tobacco is not forbidden in the 
navy, but cigarettes are barred at the 
training stations all over the world. 

"The use of chewing gum is a stupid, 
silly practice," said Captain Fullam. 
"I am seriously opposed to the practice 
on account of its objectionable features. 
It is bad enough for women to chew 
gum, but for a manly man who aspires 
to the honor and dignity of the navy 
to indulge in the practice is absurd. 

'*I made this suggestion some time 
ago and since- then commanding oflicei-s 
in the navy have joined in condemning 
the practice." 

Captain Fullam succeeds Rear Ad- 
miral A. Ross, retired.- tie praised the 
men and the station and paid a parting 
tribute to his predecessor. He Is a 
graduate of Annapolis and a native of 
western New York. '

A posse of six men, armed with re- 
volvers, joined the police in a mid-night 
search of the woods to the north of 
Waukegan Sunday night for- a lone 
bandit who has terrorized the residents 
for the past week by his daring deeds 
of theft and robbery. 

At 9:45 Sunday evening, when Harold 
McArthur son of Mr. and Mrs. Arch 
McArthur, passed through the kitchen 
of his home, enroute for the back yard 
to lock the barn, he was surprised by 
the lone bandit who jumped through 
the window to avoid capture. In a 
very few minutes a posse of neighbors 
was organized and the search of the 
woods to the north of the city was 
started. A "hurry up" call was sent 
in for police. Two police ofiicers were 
dispatched to the scene. The woods 
north of Glen Flora avenue were 
scoured for hours. 

An examination of the lone bandit's 
trail showed that he ci-oased the street 
when he jumped through the window 
and beat a trail for the woods north of 
Waukegan. When he reached Glen 
Flora avenue he must have jumped 
onto a passing rig, for at this point his 
path in snow ceased. 

McArthur's residence is the second 
reitidence which has been broken into 
this week. 

Thos. Tyrrell assistant chie£j»f police 
called his associates into his Sfflce last 
Thursday night and notified them to'uso 
every efi'ort to capture the lone bandit. 
"Use your gun and shoot to kill, if 
necessary," said the veteran of the 
police force to his assistants. 

The policemen of Waukegan are anx- 
ious to get a shot at the bandit The 
eagerness with which they took up the 
trail of the bandit Sunday might prove 
conclusively that they propose to Hye 
up to the order of the chief. 

People residing in the north limits of 
the city should maintain a close watch 
over their premises, said one' police of- 
ficer. The windows should be nailed 
down l/ they have not been provided 
with a patent catch. 

The police believe they know the 
burglar, but are anxious to catch him 
at work. 

Municipalities within a radius of sev- 
enty-five miles of Waukegan have been 
terrorized by aimllar deeds of theft 
during the past week. The crooks are 
being driven outof Chicago and one-of 
their first stops is Woukegan.

One of the most interesting cases 
that will come up fortrial at the Decem- 
ber term of circuit court in Waukegan, 
will be the damage suit of the estate of 
^arthomic Jopp, deceased against 
Robert Fairbu'rn and the Fortune Bro- 
thers Brewing company. It is a case 
in which the owner of saloon property 
is sued for damages as the result of an 
accident resulting in a man's death in 
which it is alleged that the deceased 
was intoxicated at the time that he 
purciiased his liquor in the saloon oc- 
cupying the building owned by the de- 
fendants. 

The case was heard in Waukegan 
some time ago and resulted in a verdict 
of $2,500 for the plaintiff. The de- 
fendants at once took an appeal to the 
Appellate court and a short time ago 
the decision was reversed and the case 
was sent back to Waukegan for a new 
trial. It is said thot the reversal came 
as the result of a technicality. It was 
pointed out by the brewing company 
that they had no knowledge that their 
property was occupied by a saloon. 
'The plaintiff had neglected to prove 
that a chattel mortgage was madejout 
and delivered to the brewing company. 
The attorney for the defense, Elmer V. 
Orvis, asserts that this will be an easy 
matter to prove. 

The case is one that is recalled by all. 
Barthomic Jopp was a farmer living 
near Five Points, just west of North 
Chicago. On a winter day in 1907 as he 
was driving toward home he fell for- 
ward on the whiffle tree of the wagon. 

A little later a man passing by dis- 
covered the body of Jopp in the same 
position in which it had fallen. Life 
was- extinct, dUe to the fact that the 
skull had been crushed in. It is the be- 
lief that one of his horses became 
frightened and kicking out battered out 
the brains of its owner. 

A damage action was started, it be-" 
ing contended that Jopp was intoxicat- 
ed at the time, this verdict having been 
returned by the coroner's jury. 

C. DeMeyera, who up to a few years 
ago conducted a dairy business in the 
city, was the star witness for the plain- 
tiff. He testified to having been in the 
Pairbum saloon ait North Chicago and 
drinking liquor with Jopp. He was the 
last man who saw Jopp alive, so far as 
known, 

DeMeyers has sold out his milk busi- 
ness and has moved out of the city. 
Before leaving he made a deposition 
which will boused when the case comes 
up for a second trial next month.

Mrs. Louise Hogan Wilt Start Suit Against 
Electric Road Through Att. Orvis 

Mrs. Louise Hogan, wife of Ben 
Hogan, a motorman on the Chicago & 
Milwaukee Electric railroad, who was 
killed on December 24, 1910, in a col- 
lision at North Chicago through her at- 
torney, Elmer V. Orvis, will start suit 
against the receivers of the electric 
railroad for $50,000 damages. This Is one 
of the largest suits ever started in Wau- 
kegan. Under the state law contribu- 
tory negligence is a satisfactory de- 
fense and $10,000 is the largest damage 
suit that may be started for the death 
of a person. 

Shortly after Mr. Hogan's death a 
suit for $10,000 was started against the 
receivers of the road, but later this was 
dismissed and up to the present time 
nothing ever had come of it. 

Now however, Mrs. Hogan is to 
start suit in the federal courts where 
contributory negligence is not consider- 
ed a defense and Mr. Orvis in speaking 
of the matter said that his client had a 
very good case. 

The accident was one in which the 
car driven by Hogan collided with a 
work train at North Chicago Junction 
near the viaduct and several passengers 
were injured. Hogan stuck to his post 
and was crushed between the front of 
the car and the partition. Qe was re- 
moved to the hospital and died a short 
time later.

A rail- 
way viaduct collapsed near Lauhlln- 
gen and a panic took place In the 
theater at Heidelberg. St Stephen's 
church was one of several buildings 
damaged at Mulhauscn. Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Severe tremors were also folt 
at Strassburg. Munich and Mayence, 
and lesB violent shocks aro reported 
from Vienna, Austria. 

Berne.— A violent earth tremor, vi- 
brating from north to south, was felt 
throughout Swltzeriand, tho stronKost 
shocks being folt at Berno and Zurich 
In the Alps range and tho Interiaken 
district Sharp shocks were also felt 
at Geneva and Cbnmounlx. the vibra- 
tions sending great nvnlanches rush- 
ing down Mount Blanc.

It la not merely, either, that the officers and 
men of. our army and navy have Introduced tho 
Yankee Thanksgiving dinner to benighted lands 
Jong In ignoranco of Its delights. To be sure tho 
epicurean bluojackota and Iho lads In khnkl 
have been responsible for much of this gastro- 
nomic "missionary work," but It Is also a fact 
that American diplomatic and consuinr offlclala. 
and indeed all classes of Americans resident 
abroad, have done their share to preserve all 
tho traditions of tho Thanksgiving dinner as a 
, reality in every transplanted home. Especially, 
•where there Is a little "American colony" In an 
alien environment, Is tho Thanksgiving dinner 
right Jealously guarded. 

But whereas the American Thanksgiving din- 
ner has boon winning Its way around the world 
It has likewise come to enjoy more and more 
prestige at home. Tho one Jarring note In any 
present-day eulogy of tho Thanksgiving dinner Is 
io bo found ,ln Its greatiy Increased coat over 
tho exponeo involved for a corresponding menu 
a few years since. No person who craspcd tho 
Import of the "high cost of living" issue in the 
recent political campaign can fall to reolizo 
that the matter Is a very grave one to tho aver- 
age housekeeper, .and especially when It ob- 
trudes Itself in connection with a liollday repast 
which ought to bo an occasion for care-free feast- 
ing Instead of domestic perplexities.

greatly Increased In number or variety. Your 
hearty diner demands oi). Thanksgiving tho es- 
sentials such aa turkey and celery and cran- 
berry sauce and pumpkin pie, which were the 
stand-bys of the feast in the days of his father 
and his grandfather before him. The point Is 
that some of the eatables are unquestionably 
more flnvory than were their counterparts of 
several decades ago, and — with all duo respect 
to tho kind that mother uaod to make — some 
of tho modern recipes aeom to put It all over 
the old-tlmora In garnishes and tho prepara- 
tion of puddings and pastry, etc. 

And. speaking of the changes that have 
come about, take the case of the toothsome 
turkey, bcndllncr of tho whole holiday menu. 
It would bo futile to try to convince tho high 
liver of the twentieth century who revels In 
hlfl milk-fed or chestnut-fed turkey from Rhodo 
Island or the middle west, that hla forefathcra 
ever enjoyed anything so delicious. Certainly 
turkeys havo Increased In size, too, Judging 
by tho averago weight thoso that find their 
way to market However, this latter develop- 
ment Is clearly traceable to tho tendency or 
turkey ralaora to devoto thomBelvoa almost 
exclusively to the Bronze, the largest of tho 
six standard variotlea of turkeys. 

However, there aro two aides to this turkey 
story, and the housewlvea who preside over 
small familloa aro tho ones who have had 
brought home to them tho .disadvantageous 
side of this boom In the aize of. turkeys. With 
t)ie big bronze birds weighing from 16 to 3G 
pounds apiece — and usually nearer the latter 
than tho former figured-crowding tho market 
It la becoming every year more difllcult for 
the buyer of a family of two or three people 
to find a satlBfactory six, seven or eight pound 
turkey. It really beglna to look as "though tho 
flmnll families would be driven to hotels on 
Thaukaglving orolse bo compelled to take In 
boarders or entertain nil their friend a at tho 
holiday dinner. ! 

Turkey buying, too, is the phaao of the 
Thanksgiving marketing where tho Incrcaacd 
cost of living most Boverely pinches the man 
with tho stationary Income. A dweller In any 
of our large cities may consider himself de- 
cidedly In luck theao days if bo succeeds In 
getting a tender turkey at Thanksgiving for 
25 cents per pound, and ho Is much more Ilkoly 
to hp asked any figure up to 38 or 40 cents per 
pound, which prices havo pi evalled every 
Thanksgiving In recent years In the Now York 
and Boston markets for tho choicest birds. 
The people of the central west havo an ad- 
vantage over eastern turkey eators. because

Proximity of the market to the rural dis- 
trict whence It drawa Us supply of holiday 
fowla Is a highly important consideration now- 
adays, because the mistress of a city home 
can no longer purchase her Thanksgiving tur- 
key from a farmer who drives up to her door 
marketing tho products of his own farm. All 
the turkeys are handled nowdays through cora- 
mlSBlon merchants, which means, of courao, 
that there Is a middleman's profit to bo paid 
by tho ultimate cbnaumer. Another qecret of 
tho preacnt high prices of turkeys la found 
In the fact that the live birds are shipped long 
diatancea. If they aro transported by express 
the expenae is conBlderahle, and If they make 
the Journey by freight tho trip la nearly aa 
costly, Inasmuch aa tho live birds are sent 
by freight only in carload lots, which Involves 



the rental of a special 
type of car for the Jour- 
ney and pay for tho 
services of a man who is 
sent along to feed the 
birds on route. 

Owing to the mount- 
ing prices of turkey and 
an occaalonal shortage 
of aupply — although 
there la no prospect of 
n turkey famine this 
_ _ _ year — has induced an In- 

,u^i'Cy7jVc^ creasing number of fam- 

ilies all over the coun- 
try to suhatituto chicken, 
duck or goose for the regulation Thanksgiving 
fowl. The cost Is much leas and Uio aatlafac- 
tlon equally great— once a. householder has 
freed himself- from the tradition that Thanks- 
giving without turkey would not be Thanks- 
elvlng. Then, too, the Increasing number of 
vegetarians and persona who have adopted a 
diet of nuts or other meat Buhstitutos, have 
devised some very Ingenious proxies for the 
Thanksgiving dinner — non-meat dishes that 
even simulate the appearance of a turkey. 
However, tbeso new-fangled dishes can scarce- 
ly be recommended as cheap, owing to tho 
amounts of nuts and the number of eggs the 
recipes call for. - 

In the face of soaring prices in so many 
food lines, It Is gratifying to note one Thanks- 
giving Indispensable, tho cost of which re- 
mains virtually unchanged. This Is our old 
friend, the pumpkin, dear to youth and old 
age alike, In the form of tho pumpkin pie. No 
person haa ever attempted to "corner" tho 
pumpkin crop, and probably no person ever 



will undertake such a miracle. The fact that 
the great golden globes with their luscious 
"flllin* " can be raised in every section of the 
United States, and that, too, without any 
trouble, once the vines are planted, is doubt- 
less responsible for the moderate prices that 
always prevail. Probably there is no town or 
city in the country where a good-sized pump- 
kin cannot he purchased for 50 cents, and in 
most, American markets one may buy a small 
pumpkin — an orb of Joy with ammunition suf-

What did our Puritan ancestors dlno on at 
their first Thanksgiving feast? Surely they 
did not set the standard which Is being fol- 
lowed today on the Thanskglvlng dinner 
mcnuB. 

We know that some things wore lacking that 
they must havo greatly missed. There could 
have been no butter, cream, milk, cheese, or 
any dish that Is principally made with milk, 
because there wore ho cows In Now England 
until 1C23.- when John Wlnthrop, later their 
worshipful governor, brought over four cows 
from England. The. butter and cheese that 
they look with them on the Mayflower wero 
long since consumed. I hardly think they had 
chicken pie for tho feaat, for the fowla wore 
served as a rare delicacy for tho sick. They 
could have had eggs for their plea and pud- 
dings. Since they raised pumpkins they might 
havo had pumpkin pies. If they made them 
with water. 

In the ocean there waa great abundance of 
fish, oyalors. and other shellfish. Of course, 
there was none ol their natiflrinl dish, prime 
roast heef. no veal, Inmb. mutton or pork. 
There -was plenty of deer, which would be a 
good substitute In venslon. But thoy had ono 
thing that we like bettor than anything else 
on Thanksgiving day. Wild turkeys wero very 
abundant In tho woods and fleldfl about Ply- 



mouth, and the Indians went out and shot a 
largo i}umber of them, and made them their 
contribution to tho feast. Governor Bradford 
says in his history that they were dollclous 
to eat. How fitting It Is that the bird that Is 
the crowning glory of our Thanksgiving board 
should have been the favorite meat of that his- 
toric first ThanksgivlB dlnnerl 

There wero. douhtlestf. onions, bceta, pars- 
nips, cabbage or colewort, squash, and perhaps 
other vegetabloa, for a good variety of seeds 
wore brought over from Holland. Perhaps 
there was succotash, and tho Indians must 
havo made It, for it was Eomething that tho 
Pilgrim cooks had never hoard of before, and 
we know that they loarned later from the In- 
dians how to make U.* Now, what did they 
have for dessert, 1 wonder? I think they may 
havo had some sort of pudding with huckle- 
berries for plums. 1 doubt If they had much 
sweetening for their pudding and pumpkin 
pies, aa their stock of sugar and molasses waa 
very limited. Perhaps they hnd a substitute. 
There wero fine wild grapes In tho woods, and 
thoy had doubtlosa dried a store of wild straw- 
horrloa. cherries and plums. They surely did 
not havo any mlnco pies, sln'60 the PIIgrImB 
thought mince plea were very, wicked, and 
savored of RoraanlBm. So thoy condemned 
those who afterward made*and ato thorn. 



flcient for at least a couple of 
pies — for the modest sum of four 
or five cents. The newspapers 
have given prominence this year 
to the exploit of an Indiana farm- 
er who haa raised a pumpkin as 
large around as a wagon wheel 
and weighing 150 pounds. How- 
ever, tho record in pumi)k! n 
growing la claimed by a Colorado 
planter, who gets credit for pro- 
ducing a few years ago a pump- 
kin weighing more than 300 
poundti. 

Cranberries are a Thanksgiv- 
ing commodity the price of which 
fluctuatea widely In different 
yeara. And yet we feel that we 
must have them, almost without 
regard to price, for If Thanks- 
giving Is incomplete without the 
turkey, certainly the turkey la 
incomplete without the cranher- 
r>' sauce. Cranberries are culti- 
vated to any extent In only three 
states, namely, Massachusetts, 
Wisconsin and New Jersey, and 
the producing area being thus ro- 
Btrlcted It naturally follows that 
when there comes a lean year 
the shortage of tho ruddy ber- 
"riea Is quickly reflected in the price. However, 
cranberries are never so very much of an ex- 
travagance because It requires such a modest 
portion to make up a hatch of cranberry sauce. 
When cranberries are plentiful they sell whole- 
BBlo as low as $2 per barrel, but a few years 
ogo, when there waa a cranberry famine, the 
price went aa high as $20 per barrel. 

Tho business side of the problem of supplying 
a Thanksgiving dinner for the American people 
is by no means the least interesting phase of 
this subject. Tlie city of Chicago alone re- 
ceives during tho week or ten days before 
Thanksgiving as many as half a million turkeys, 
valued In the aggregate, at .wholesale prices, at* 
much more than a millions dollars. From Capo 
Cod, Mass., the greatest cranberry growing dis- 
trict, there are shipped each autumn more than 
one-third of a million car loads of cranberries, 
and the major portion of this harvest finds Ita 
way to Thanksgiving dinner tables. Many car 
loads of celerj' from Michigan and other states 
swell the total coat of our Thankaglving dinner 
to millions.
